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Deep  in  the  lower  level  of  College  Hall  sits  a  man  with  130-plus  years  of  histor 
man  who  artfully  arranges  and  carefully  maintains  the  wealth  of  documents  recording 
important  and  unimportant  events  of  life  at  La  Salle,  a  man  who  is  dedicated  to  not 
only  his  job  but  to  the  La  Salle  community  as  well.  It  is  because  of  this  deep  passion 
and  caring  that  the  2007  Explorer  Yearbook  is  dedicated  to  Brother  Joseph  Grabenstein. 
"The  history  of  La  Salle  University  is  inextricably  intertwined  with  the  dedication 
and  passion  of  Brother  Joseph  Grabenstein,"  said  Suzanne  Guerin,  a  senior  Public 
Administration  major  who  worked  in  the  Archives  with  Brother  Joe. 

Anyone  who  has  ever  had  a  question  about  La  Salle's  history  is  sure  to  have  met 
him.  Lucky  are  the  people  who  have  had  the  pleasure  to  sit  even  five  minutes  in  his 
company  and  hear  him  regale  stories  of  La  Salle's  past  to  curious  students  and  staff. 

"Brother  Joe  is  La  Salle. ..he  embodies  the  spirit  and  nostalgia  of  the  school,  not  only 
because  he  collects  it,  but  because  he  acts  upon  it.  He  allowed  me  to  share  in  the  La 
Salle  experience  more  than  I  ever  thought  I  would  when  I  first  came  to  La  Salle,"  said 
Tim  Smalarz,  a  senior  History  major  who  worked  on  a  documentary  with  Brother  Joe. 

As  archivist,  Brother  Joe  is  responsible  for  keeping  track  of  every  event  that  has 
ever  taken  place  at  La  Salle  as  well  as  maintaining  the  archives  for  the  La  Salle 
Christian  Brothers.  Organization  is  key  for  a  man  like  Brother  Joe;  it  is  no  easy  task 
storing  and  keeping  track  of  such  a  large  amount  of  information  in  such  small  quarters. 

Brother  Joe  became  interested  in  history  at  a  young  age,  growing  up  in 
Cumberland,  Maryland.  He  joined  the  Christian  Brothers  two  weeks  after  graduating 
high  school.  His  first  love  is  teaching;  he  taught  junior  high  for  18  years  before  taking 
the  position  of  assistant  archivist  in  1992.  He  took  full  control  of  La  Salle's  archive 
department  two  years  later. 

"Brother  Joe  to  me  is  La  Salle.  For  the  past  3  years,  I  have  had  the  honor  to  work 
with  one  of  the  kindest  and  most  dedicated  human  being  to  their  job.  I  could  never 
imagine  my  La  Salle  experience  without  Brother  Joe  in  the  picture,"  said  Nick  Smalarz, 
a  senior  who  also  worked  in  the  Archives.  "We  have  worked  together  on  so  many  great 
projects.  We  spent  one  whole  summer  together,  working  on  the  documentary  Together 
We  Remember:  The  Legacy  of  La  Salle.  I  know  that  for  years  to  come,  Brother  and  I  will 
stay  in  touch  and  head  out  to  Chubby's  every  once  and  awhile  to  enjoy  a  nice  pizza 
steak.  As  the  both  of  us  would  say  jokingly,  Get  your  own.'" 

The  Smalarz  brothers  worked  with  Brother  Joe  and  fellow  student,  Suzanne 
Guerin,  to  create  a  documentary  explaining  La  Salle  and  making  incoming  students 
feel  like  they  are  a  part  of  La  Salle's  history.  Nick  and  Brother  Grabenstein  compiled 
over  200  hundred  pictures  and  documents  and  turned  them  over  to  Tim,  Nick's  twin 
brother,  who  edited  them  with  the  film  footage  shot  by  the  Smalarzes.  Brother 
Grabenstein  and  Suzanne  wrote  the  script  for  the  documentary  and  Brother 
Grabenstein  narrated. 

"As  graduation  approaches,  I  cherish  every  time  I  run  into  him  down  in  the 
archives  or  on  the  quad  as  he  lugs  something  across  campus,"  Tim  said.  "Brother  has 
afforded  me  the  chance  to  not  only  learn  about  La  Salle,  but  to  share  it  with  other 
generations.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  him  for  everything  he  has  done  for  me  and  my 
family.  God  bless  you  Brother  Joe." 

Many  people  in  the  La  Salle  community  depend  on  Brother  Joe  for  information 
and  for  friendship. 

"The  one  thing  that  I  will  miss  the  most  from  La  Salle  is  Brother  Joe  and  working 
for  him  down  at  the  Archives.  Brother  Joe  is  not  only  my  boss  but  he  is  my  friend  for 
life,"  Nick  said.  "Life  at  La  Salle  could  have  been  different  if  I  had  not  walked  down  to 
the  Archives  during  a  clear  sunny  September  day  of  my  sophomore  year  to  ask  if  there 
were  any  job  openings.  To  me,  Brother  Joe  is  La  Salle!" 


Illuminating  the  Night 

Lights  and  Turf  brighten  McCarthy  Stadium 


wanting  to  see  their  favorite  teams  face  opponents 
on  McCarthy  Field  could  only  do  so  in  the  daytime. 
Without  the  proper  lighting,  intercollegiate  games  and 
other  events,  such  as  intramural  flag  football  and  ultimate  Frisbee, 
could  not  be  enjoyed  at  night. 

All  of  that  changed  during  the  summer  of  2006,  when  lights  and 
new  turf  were  installed  at  McCarthy  Stadium.  Now,  students  can 
enjoy  the  new  field  at  any  hour.  This  allows  evening  sporting 
events  and  even  other  student  activities  to  occur. 

The  worn,  grass  field  became  inadequate  for  football,  lacrosse 
and  soccer  use,  as  it  provided  little  traction  and  muddy  conditions 
after  rain.  With  the  addition  of  the  new  "SprinTurf"  (also  installed 
on  Hank  De Vincent  Field  where  baseball  and  field  hockey  play), 
which  dries  much  quicker  than  grass  after  a  storm,  a  safer  field 
awaits  all  who  want  to  experience  competing  at  McCarthy  Stadium. 
The  total  cost  of  enhancing  both  fields  was  approimately  $2.5 
million  dollars. 

Other  than  for  practices,  the  first  nighttime  use  of  the  field  came 
during  Opening  Weekend.  Freshmen  were  treated  to  an  outdoor 
party  featuring  field  games  like  kickball,  and  a  concert  by  RC 
Holmes.  The  rest  of  the  student  body  had  their  first  taste  of  the 
new  lights  and  turf  at  the  football  home  opener  on  Thursday, 
August  31  versus  Wagner. 


The  Walking  Madonna 

Relocating  the  Expensive  Statue 
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or  almost  two  decades,  the  Walking  Madonna  statue  has 
graced  the  Main  Quad,  until  this  past  October,  when  it 
was  moved  indoors  to  the  La  Salle  Art  Museum  in 
Olney  Hall. 

The  statue,  originally  thought  to  have  been  the  second  of  three,  is 
actually  one  of  four  Madonna  sculptures  by  Dame  Elisabeth  Frink. 
The  fourth  statue  was  discovered  at  a  recent  auction  where  it  sold  for 
over  $700,000.  When  it  was  discovered  how  expensive  these  statues 
were,  La  Salle's  Walking  Madonna  was  relocated  to  the  Modern  and 
Contemporary  section  of  the  Art  Museum  to  protect  it  from  any 
further  damage. 

The  Walking  Madonna  has  been  a  part  of  the  La  Salle  community 
since  1988  when  it  was  funded  by  the  graduating  class  of  that  year. 
The  sculpture  is  a  remarkable  and  unconventional  depiction  of  the 
Virgin  Mary.  Rather  than  the  idealized  image,  a  more  down-to-earth 
woman  is  presented.  Her  face  resembles  one  who  has  experienced 
suffering,  but  has  hope  and  determination  for  the  future,  evident  in 
her  forward  stride.  She  is  also  depicted  without  child,  a 
representation  of  the  Madonna  rarely  found. 

The  Walking  Madonna  has  been  exposed  to  the  elements  since  its 
installation  less  than  twenty  years  ago  on  the  Quad.  In  mid-October 
2006,  a  conservation  company  cleaned  the  statue  of  surface  dirt  and 
evened  out  the  appearance  to  reverse  damage  from  the  elements. 
Great  care  was  taken  in  the  relocation  of  the  Walking  Madonna  to 
prevent  further  destruction  or  damage. 


September  11th  Vigil 

Remebering  Five  years  later 
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^^^^     eptember  11,  2006  brought  the  community  of 
i      ^^    La  Salle  together  in  candlelight  to  remember  the 
^^^^     fallen.  The  vigil  honored  all  who  lost  their  lives  at  the 
World  Trade  Centers,  the  Pentagon,  and  on  Flight  93  five  years 
ago,  as  well  as  those  who  have  died  since  then  fighting  in  the 
war  against  terrorism.  The  night  began  by  lighting  candles  and 
singing  the  National  Anthem.  Three  speakers  along  with  two 
of  La  Salle's  choral  groups  inspired,  motivated  and  touched  the 
community. 

During  the  vigil,  students  reflected  on  their  own  ideas  of 
what  the  La  Salle  community  could  contribute  to  the  memory 
of  the  events  of  9/11.  Many  believe  that  praying  together, 
passing  out  yellow  ribbons  and  making  donations  are  the  least 
we  can  do.  The  vigil  stressed  the  importantance  of  never 
forgeting  the  tragic  events  of  and  pain  triggered  by  September 
11,  2001.  It  also  stressed  the  importance  of  patriotism  and  how 
America  united  and  bonded  as  one  in  the  wake  of  tragedy. 
The  bonding  that  occured  by  candlelight  signifies  La 
Salle's  ability  to  unite  the  community  and  come  together  to 
remember  and  honor  those  heroes  who  risked  their  lives  for 
our  country  five  years  ago.

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La  Salle  University  celebrated  the  arts  with  week-long 
festivities  featuring  musical  performances  by  the 
Portland  String  Quartet,  a  juried  art  exhibit  of  students 
work,  demonstrations  by  various  art  classes  and  faculty 
presentations. 

"Arts  Week  highlighted  the  Fine  Arts  department  and  gave 
students  experience  with  professional  artists,"  said  Dr.  Patricia 
Haberstroh,  Chair  of  the  Fine  Arts  Department.  "All  the  events 
drew  good  audiences  and  the  student  exhibit  worked  out  really 
well.  It  was  the  first  time  we  had  ever  done  it  and  now  it  will  be 
an  annual  event." 

The  Portland  String  Quartet  was  in  residence  at  La  Sa  lie  for 
the  week,  performing  concerts  and  teaching  music  theory  to  the 
students.

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jK         he  citizens  of  the  United  States  spoke  at  the  midterm 
im         elections  on  Tuesday,  November  7,  2006  and  a  major 
^^^^     shift  of  political  power  was  the  result.  All  of  the  United 
States  House  of  Representatives  seats  and  one  third  of  the  Senate  seats 
were  contested  in  this  election.  The  result  was  a  shift  of  power  from  the 
Republicans  to  the  Democrats.  The  Senate  power  structure  flip-flopped 
as  the  GOP  lost  six  seats  and  the  Democrats  gained  six  seats.  In  the 
House,  the  GOP  lost  30  seats,  and  the  Democrats  gained  31. 

Thirty-six  state  governorships  were  up  for  election  as  well, 
including  La  Salle's  own  state  of  Pennsylvania.  Fittingly  then,  the 
gubernatorial  race  came  to  La  Salle  through  the  visits  of  candidate  Lynn 
Swarm  and  incumbent  Ed  Rendell.  The  guests  urged  La  Salle  students  to 
let  their  voices  be  heard  by  exercising  their  right  to  vote. 

Swann  visited  La  Salle  the  week  before  elections,  while  Governor 
Rendell  gave  the  last  speech  of  his  campaign  at  La  Salle  the  day  before 
elections.  Both  speakers  garnered  a  large  turnout  and  sparked  political 
discussion  among  students.  La  Salle's  Students'  Government 
Association  sponsored  both  visits. 

Ending  his  campaign  at  La  Salle  has  become  a  tradition  for  Rendell 
since  beginning  his  political  career.  It  has  also  served  as  a  good  luck 
charm  as  he  has  not  lost  an  election  since  doing  so,  including  this  year. 
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Students  at  La  Salle  University  are  by  far  the 
most  active  group  on  campus.  Not  only  are  we 
commonly  found  in  the  classrooms  and  in  the 
library,  we  are  in  the  residence  halls,  dining 
areas,  club  offices  and  athletic  fields  on  a 
regular  basis.  This  is  our  community.  We 
counsel  our  floormates  when  they  are  down, 
we  treat  friends  to  meals  when  Gold  Card 
Dollars  are  up,  and  we  support  one  another  on 
the  stage,  in  the  gym,  and  at  meetings.  We 
create  the  community  on  campus  by  the  clubs 
we  participate  in,  the  friends  we  make  and 
the  activities  we  attend.  In  all  these  ways  and 
more,  we  form  the  community  on  campus  we  refer 
to  as  student  life. 
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After  the  summer  slowdown,  the  campus  was 
buzzing  again  as  the  Class  of  2010  moved  into  the 
residence  halls  on  August  24,  2006.  The  new 
students  were  helped  by  team  leaders,  members 
of  the  football  team,  along  with  administrators 
and  other  student  groups.

The  pair  won  in  an 
election  decided  by  fellow  students  during 
Homecoming  Weekend. 

Taylor,  of  Fairless  Hills,  Pa.,  has  led  numerous 
community  service  initiatives  in  the  region  and 
beyond.  One  of  Taylor's  community  projects  is  AIDS 
outreach.  She  organizes  student  visits  with  AIDS /HIV 
patients,  in  addition  to  leading  student  participation 
in  the  AIDS  Walk  Philadelphia. 

Earlier  this  year,  Taylor  and  a  group  of  La  Salle 
students  traveled  to  Boston  to  participate  in 
Community  Servings,  a  soup  kitchen  which  makes 
and  delivers  meals  for  people  with  terminal  illnesses 
who  are  living  below  the  poverty  line.

He  was  also  part  of  the  La 
Salle  Education  Association  his  freshmen  year, 
serving  as  Vice  President  his  sophomore  year,  and 
President  his  junior  year.  He  was  a  member  of  the  La 
Salle  Student  Funding  Board. 

A  resident  of  Philadelphia's  Chestnut  Hill  section, 
Farrell  oversees  18  service  programs  at  La  Salle;  he  is  a 
coordinator  of  Neighbor-to-Neighbor  (a  service  group 
that  works  with  community  residents  by  helping  with 
basic  house  repairs  and  block  clean  ups),  and  helps  at 
a  soup  kitchen  on  Wednesday  nights.

Greenfield;  guest  speaker  Fred  Morsell,  who  came  as  Frederick 
Douglass,  to  speak  about  what  it  was  like  living  in  his  time 
period;  and  an  open-mic  session  featuring  La  Salle  University's 
Step  Team  and  Rosemont  College's  Step  Team,  Juslisen.  AASL 
also  informed  students  about  HIV/ AIDS  at  "The  Forgotten 
Disease;"  discussed  masculinity  in  the  African  American 
community  with  a  movie  and  discussion  called  "I  Am  a  Man;"

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With  the  celebration  of  Women's  History  month  in  March,  a  series 
of  lectures  and  events  honored  women  and  their  influence  in  the 
workplace  and  in  society. 

The  series  of  five  lectures  included  Women  and  the  Law, 
presented  by  La  Salle  alumnus  and  Chicago  lawyer  Elizabeth  Vrato, 
as  well  as  Women  in  Technology,  presented  by  Chief  Information 
Officers  Susan  Jorfi  and  Sue  Hendricks  from  PMA  Insurance  Group. 
Additionally,  a  Sexual  Harassment  in  the  Workplace  seminar  was 
given.  Another  event  involved  a  relaxing  atmosphere  in  which  to 
discuss  the  Womens  Studies  minor  currently  offered  at  La  Salle. 

Coinciding  with  the  celebration  of  Arts  Week  by  the  Fine  Arts 
Department  at  La  Salle,  a  Women  in  the  Arts  exhibition  was  also  on 
display.

March's  events  also  brought  attention  to  the  availability  of  a 
Womens  Studies  minor  at  La  Salle,  directed  by  Jacqueline  Pastis, 
Ph.D.  The  courses  in  this  minor  focus  on  the  lives,  contributions,  and 
experiences  of  women,  and  expect  students  to  apply  these  lessons  to 
their  own  individual  lives.  Courses  offered  come  from  a  variety  of 
disciplines,  including  criminal  justice,  philosophy,  political  science, 
and  religion.  These  classes  explore  the  different  realms  which 
women  have  affected,  including  women  in  politics,  the  Bible,  and

They  opened  in  1953,  followed  shortly  by  St. 
Cassian  and  St.  Denis,  which  opened  the  summer  of 
1956.  St.  George,  St.  Hilary,  and  St.  Jerome  all 
opened  in  August  of  1966.  They  are  now  40  years 
old.  The  halls  are  named  after  saints  who  played  an 
important  role  in  education  and  learning,  like  St. 
John  the  Baptist  De  La  Salle,  La  Salle  University's 
namesake.  These  dormitories,  like  the  rest  of  the 
college,  were  open  to  men  only.  Dress  shirts,  slacks 
and  ties  were  the  dress  code  for  all  attendees.

La  Salle  officially  opened  its  doors  to  wo1 
1970,  although  women  had  been  trickling  inl 
Salle's  student  body  during  the  previous  ten  years. 
Women  were  admitted  to  the  evening  division  as 
early  as  1967  and  into  the  nursing  program  in  1969. 
In  1970,  however,  La  Salle  began  open  enrollment 
(co-ed)  in  the  Day  Division.    La  Salle  College  became 
La  Salle  University  in  the  spring  of  1984.  Also,  the 
building  now  called  St.  John  Neumann  had  existed 
for  years  as  the  residence  hall  of  orphans  of  St.  Basil's 
Orphanage,  who  attended  school  in  what  is  now  La 
Salle's  Communication  Center.  La  Salle  purchased 
this  property  in  1989  and  renammed  the  residence 
hall  St.  Neumann.

The  Blue  Route.  The  Boulevard.  Rush  hour  traffic.  Trying  to  find  a  parking  spot.  Broad  and 
Olney  Terminal.  Waiting  for  the  shuttle.  Reading  the  Metro.  These  all  describe  the  life  of  the 
college  commuter. 

College  is  college  and  the  general  college  experiences  shared  by  all  students  is  the  same; 
classes,  books,  parties  and  activities.  However,  outside  the  campus,  commuters  have  a  different 
life  from  the  residents  that  live  on  campus.

Now  in  its  fourth  year,  Late  Night  La  Salle  provides  students  with  evening  activities  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights,  typically  from  10:00  PM  to  2:00  AM.  Running  out  of  the  Programming  Center,  Programming 
Coordinator  Melinda  Massaro  employs  six  student  staff  members  and  together  they  plan  and  implement 
activities  ranging  from  bus  trips  and  concerts  to  game  shows  and  movie  nights.  While  some  programs  ideas 
come  from  Massaro  herself,  many  of  the  programs  come  from  students  and  are  truly  student  driven.  A  student 
organization  wanting  to  produce  a  program  on  a  Friday  or  Saturday  night  can  go  to  Late  Night  La  Salle  and  ask 
for  funding  and  co-sponsorship.  Many  successful  partnerships  have  been  made  with  groups  like  AASL  and 
Alpha  Chi  Rho. 

The  program  has  seen  much  growth  in  its  four  years.  The  program  started  in  the  fall  of  2002,  with  input  from 
the  Division  of  Student  Affairs,  Athletics  and  Food  Services.  Its  primary  focus  was  to  enhance  day  time 
programming  with  evening  weekend  programming,  providing  a  reason  for  students  to  stay  on  campus  for  the 
weekend,  as  well  as  alternative  activities  for  those  not  wanting  to  participate  in  potentially  damaging  activities. 
While  the  goals  are  still  the  same,  Late  Night  La  Salle  has  gone  from  Friday  night  open  recs  and  Saturday  night 
socials,  to  include  bus  trips  to  New  York  City  and  a  Haunted  House.  The  number  of  students  who  participate 
has  increased  dramatically  over  the  years. 

Late  Night  wants  to  offer  a  variety  of  programs  that  meet  the  interests  of  a  diverse  student  body  while 
promoting  multiculturalism.  Collaboration,  from  not  only  student  organizations  but  from  other  University 
departments  as  well,  contributes  to  Late  Night  success.  Maybe  the  best  example  of  these  two  goals  came  with 
the  Around  the  World  in  St.  Basil  event.  Help  came  from  all  over  Student  Affairs,  including  the  Programming 
Center,  UMAS,  Community  Development  and  the  Multicultural  and  International  Center,  study  abroad  and 
travel  study  alum,  faculty,  and  student  organizations  like  AASIA  and  the  Neo- African  Drums  'n  Dance. 
Students  went  through  St.  Basil  and  visited  stations  representing  different  countries.  Each  station  had  activities 
and  information  about  the  country.  Students  had  passports  stamped  at  each  station,  then  could  enter  their 
completed  passport  in  a  drawing  for  two  roundtrip  airline  tickets. 

A  new  event  this  year  was  the  haunted  house.  This  event  also  combined  talents  from  several  student 
organizations.  "The  haunted  house  was  the  most  successful  event  of  the  fall  semester.  I  feel  this  success  was 
due  to  the  collaboration  of  The  Masque,  RSA  and  CAOS.  I  am  looking  forward  to  it  being  an  annual  event," 
says  Massaro.  Other  new  programs  this  year  included  a  World  Cup  soccer  game,  where  teams  played 
representing  countries  where  there  are  other  Lasallian  schools,  a  Broadway  show  (The  Wedding  Singer)  in  New 
York  City  (so  popular  that  students  waited  in  line  to  sign  up  beginning  at  6:00  AM  outside  of  the  Programming 
Center),  and  a  St.  Valentine's  Day  formal. 

The  Late  Night  La  Salle  Coordinator  is  also  responsible  for  doing  weekly  day  programming  during  June,  July 
and  August,  for  those  students  on  campus  taking  summer  classes.

The  2006-2007  Collegian  at  a  glance 

The  Collegian  had  another  successful  publication  year  during  2006-2007.  With  a  handful  of  new 
editors  coming  on  board  in  the  fall,  the  staff  integrated  once  more  and  experienced  a  training 
process  in  April  2006  and  again  in  late  August. 

New  this  year  was  the  two-night  production  schedule.  The  Collegian  editors  worked  Monday 
and  Tuesday  nights  to  put  the  weekly  newspaper  together.  This  helped  cut  back  on  mistakes  and 
gave  the  editors  more  well-deserved  sleep  on  Tuesday  nights.  The  Collegian 's  new  website, 
designed  and  maintained  by  junior  Lucian  Tucker,  celebrated  its  first  full  academic  year  being  on 
the  Internet  during  2006-2007. 

Under  the  guidance  of  adviser  Bob  O'Brien,  the  staff  members  put  out  22  issues.  The  Collegian 
broke  some  stories  to  the  La  Salle  community,  including  the  death  of  former  Treetops  worker 
Anthony  Burno  and  the  child  pornography  investigation  of  Professor  Roderick  Vosburgh.  The 
staff  was  disheartened  to  have  to  report  on  the  deaths  of  fellow  classmates  Willie  Maldonado  and 
Joe  Miles. 

However,  there  weren't  only  negative  headlines  during  the  year.  The  Collegian  covered  the 
McCarthy  Stadium  makeover,  the  continuing  recovery  of  football  player  Preston  Plevretes,  the 
visits  of  Pennsylvania  governor  candidates  Lynn  Swann  and  Ed  Rendell,  the  nursing  and 
education  students'  service  trip  to  Guatemala,  and,  of  course,  the  departure  of  the  Creepy  Statue 
on  the  Quad  to  her  new  home  in  the  La  Salle  Art  Museum. 

Although  the  staff  lost  seven  senior  editors  at  the  end  of  the  year  (Editor-in-Chief  Amanda

After  arriving  in  Washington  and  doing  some  sightseeing,  the  Explorers 
set  off  to  the  pro-life  mass  held  at  the  Basilica  of  the  National  Shrine  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception.  The  chapel  was  filled;  so  many  people  came  to  the 
mass  that  the  Explorers  ended  up  sitting  downstairs  and  watching  the  mass 
on  a  televised  screen.  A  familiar  face  celebrated  the  mass,  Cardinal  Justin 
Regali  of  Philadelphia. 

It  was  during  the  mass  that  snow  started  to  fall  in  Washington,  coating 
everything.  Waking  up  the  next  morning,  the  Explorers  found  that  the  snow 
continued  to  fall,  making  for  a  wet  and  cold  march. 

A  pro-life  rally  preceded  the  march  and  the  Explorers  found  themselves 
surrounded  by  people,  believing  in  the  same  cause:  respect  for  all  forms  of 
life.  Knowing  that  everyone  present  was  fighting  for  the  same  reason 
eliminated  the  cold,  wet  feeling  and  replaced  it  with  a  desire  to  help  change 
the  world.

The  Masque's  Successful  Season 

The  2006-2007  school  year  brought  with  it  the  Masque  of  La  Salle  University's 
78th  season.  The  group  originated  in  1929  and  brought  theatre  arts  to  the  La 
Salle  community.  This  year,  the  student-run  theatre  group  is  still  alive  and 
kicking  and  it  chose  two  shows  to  be  produced,  Jekyll  &  Hyde  and  the  Philadelphia 
Story. 

The  dark  musical  Jekyll  &  Hyde  opened  in  the  fall  of  2006.  It  is  the  tale  of  Dr. 
Jekyll  and  the  curious  circumstances  in  which  he  came  to  also  be  known  at  Mr. 
Hyde.  Michael  Glanzmann,  '07,  took  the  challenging  role  of  both  Dr.  Jekyll  and 
Mr.  Hyde  while  Pamela  McDonald,  '07,  and  Jo  Anna  Van  Thuyne,  '07,  rounded 
off  the  cast  as  the  female  leads,  Emma  and  Lucy,  respectively.  This  production 
was  the  Masque's  crowning  achievement  for  this  season  as  it  pulled  in  over  one 
thousand  patrons  during  its  run  which  is  more  than  the  Masque  has  seen  for 
many  shows. 

The  spring  of  2007  brought  with  it  another  production,  this  time  a  non- 
musical  comedy,  the  Philadelphia  Story.  Hannah  Datz,  10,  starred  as  Tracy  Lord, 
a  young  Philadelphian  socialite  who  is  about  to  marry  and  finds  herself  in  the 
middle  of  three  men  vying  for  her  love.  John  O'Riordan,  '09,  and  Sam  Fran 
Scavuzzo,  '09,  were  the  male  leads  and  played  C.  K.  Dexter  Haven  and  Macauley 
Connor,  respectively. 

In  the  winter  of  2007,  the  Masque  teamed  up  with  the  Division  of  Student 
Affairs  to  produce  a  show  entitled  the  Drawer  Boy.  The  show  centered  on  a 
young  man  in  the  1970s  visiting  a  farm  and  observing  the  work  of  two  lifelong 
friends.  Dean  of  Students  Dr.  Cicala,  '79,  was  featured  in  the  show  along  with 
Stephen  Sharp,  '80,  and  student  Christopher  McBride,  '07.  From  the  beginning  of 
this  venture,  the  Masque  and  the  DSA  decided  that  the  profits  from  the  six-show 
production  would  be  equally  divided  between  the  Juvenile  Diabetes  Foundation 
and  La  Salle  University's  Affirmation  Initiative.  All  in  all,  they  donated  over 
$2,000. 

The  Masque's  umbrella  organizations,  Maverick  One  Acts  and  Improv  101  also 
had  a  very  successful  school  year.  Mark  Costello,  '08,  took  the  helm  as  the 
producer  and  pulled  together  three  shows  written,  directed  and  performed  by  La 
Salle  students.  Improv  101  added  three  new  members  to  the  team:  Hannah  Datz, 
10,  Stephan  Q.  Clanton  II,  10,  and  Bekim  Rauseo,  10. 

In  addition  to  producing  a  successful  season,  the  Masque  won  a  Shield  of 

LaSallian  Leadership  Award.  The  organization  was  awarded  the  Chevron, 

which  commemorates  its  devotion  to  tradition  and  the  Masque's  maintaining  of

The  Dedication  of  Peers 

Peer  Educators  is  the  first  student  group  many  incoming 
students  meet  upon  stepping  onto  the  campus'  Opening 
Weekend.  Meeting  with  the  freshmen  and  acting  out  a  "Real 
World"  skit  about  college  life  is  only  one  way  that  the  Peer 
educators  get  their  message  out  to  the  La  Salle  community. 
Peer  Educators  was  started  seven  years  ago  by  Dr.  Lane 
Neubauer.  Her  goal  was  to  create  a  group  of  students  to  carry  out 
messages  about  health  and  good  decision  making. 

"It  is  a  stronger  message  coming  from  students  to  students," 
said  Neubauer. 

In  addition  to  putting  on  an  Opening  Weekend  presentation, 
Peers  also  speaks  to  FYO  classes  about  drugs  and  alcohol  and  the 
general  college  life.  They  meet  with  sports  teams  and  students  to 
discuss  stress  management,  such  as  Stressbusters  with  Kissing 
and  Petting,  and  having  "Santa"  visit  La  Salle. 

Peers  also  plans  activities  without  drugs  and  alcohol,  such  as 
mock-tailgating  parties.  When  the  focus  was  a  smoke  free  campus, 
a  student  dressed  up  as  a  cigarette  and  discussed  the  bad  effects 
of  smoking. 

The  focus  (alcohol,  drugs,  sex  etc.)  of  the  group  changes  from 
year  to  year,  depending  on  the  students  involved. 

"It's  a  very  eclectic  group,  made  up  of  very  different  students 
that  have  a  similar  belief,"  said  Neubauer. 

Students  who  are  a  part  of  Peers  are  extremely  dedicated. 
There  are  weekly  meetings  that  students  MUST  attend,  along  with 
a  group  retreat.  Peers  must  be  role  models  for  other  students  and 
able  to  help  out  other  student  make  good  decisions. 

Dr.  Neubauer  left  Peers  this  past  year,  though  she  stressed 
that  the  group  "was  and  still  is  near  to  my  heart."  When  asked  if 
she  thought  Peers  makes  a  difference,  Neubauer  responded, 
"Definitely.  If  we  can  affect  one  student,  it  makes  a  difference. "

The  2006-2007  school  year  turned  out  to  be  a  big  year  for  WEXP.  Not  only  did  they  earn  a  spot  on 
AM  radio  and  host  a  successful  WEXPfest,  but  WEXP  broke  a  world  record,  receiving  a  place  in  the 
Guinness  Book  of  World  records.

Media  clubs  allow  students  to 
produce  written,  oral  and  visual  journals  documenting  life  at  La  Salle,  which  then  become  a  part  of  La  Salle's 
history.  The  performing  arts  group  produce  their  own  activities,  which  showcase  members'  talents.  The 
multicultural  groups  on  campus  allow  for  diversity  education  and  activities  while  community  service  groups 
reach  into  our  neighborhood  and  beyond  to  help  those  in  need. 

Don't  see  anything  you  like?  Gather  a  group  of  students  who  share  the  same  interest  as  you,  fill  out  some 
simple  paperwork,  and  start  your  own  club!  Interested  in  leadership  training?  Well,  you  don't  have  to  be  a 
member  of  one  of  the  governing  organizations  to  gain  skills  that  can  be  used  in  the  workplace.  Each 
organization  offers  leadership  positions  where  students  can  learn  more  about  budgeting,  even  if  they  are 
chemistry  majors.  They  can  publicize  their  events  even  if  they  are  religion  majors  and  they  can  lead 
productive  meetings  if  they  are  not  communication  majors.  Whatever  your  major,  there  is  a  place  for  you  in 
the  leadership  of  these  great  organizations. 

With  such  a  variety  of  clubs  at  La  Salle  offering  a  variety  of  programming  and  leadership  opportunities,  there 
is  always  something  for  everyone.

The  Integrated  Science,  Business,  and  Technology 
program  (ISBT)  encourages  students  to  explore  new 
technologies  to  improve  everyday  life.  ISBT  is  a  flexible 
and  innovative  program  that  combines  activities  in  the 
classroom  and  laboratory  with  group  projects.  Students 
also  visit  various  local  technology  businesses  to  give 
them  the  ultimate  learning  experience.  The  program 
allows  students  to  witness  science,  business  and 
technology  in  everyday  life. 

The  program  is  separated  into  three  areas:  energy  and 
natural  resources,  information  and  knowledge 
management  and  biotechnology.  The  first  concentration 
offers  students  a  chance  to  see  how  elements  of  the  earth 
are  connected  and  their  affects  on  everyday  life.  The 
second  concentration  focuses  on  robotics,  computer 
networks  and  artificial  technology.  Finally,  in  the 
biotechnology  concentration,  students  study 
pharmaceuticals,  genetics  and  agriculture. 

As  part  of  the  curriculum,  ISBT  students,  sophomore 
year  and  above,  each  receive  a  brand-new  handheld  PC 
to  complete  research  assignments  in  and  out  of  the 
classroom.  At  the  end  of  their  studies  at  La  Salle, 
students  may  purchase  them  at  reduced  cost  or  return 
them  to  the  university.

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The  Mathematics  and  Computer  Science  department  offers  degrees 
in  three  distinctive  areas  for  La  Salle  students:  mathematics,  computer 
science  and  information  technology.  The  department's  mission  is  as 
follows: 

"With  the  ultimate  goal  of  developing  all  of  our  students  as  self- 
learners,  our  faculty  strives  to  research  and  implement  teaching 
strategies  that  encompass  differing  learning  needs.  Graduates  of  our 
programs  are  prepared  to  begin  professional  careers  and  to  pursue 
graduate  studies.  Our  programs  do  not  simply  provide  a  study  that 
concludes  with  degree  completion.  Rather,  they  are  designed  to  start 
the  questions  for  continued  learning.

They 
will  also  understand  and  appreciate  the  social  and  ethical  implications 
of  computing.

At  that  moment  of  temptation  I  ask  you  to  remember 
the  spirit  of  La  Salle.  Remember  what  we've  learned  here. 
That  the  virtuous  choice  will  mean  the  most  in  the  end. 
Our  dedication  to  principle  is  how  others  will  know  that 
we  came  from  this  place.
